This statement was made yesterday by 
Dr. Carl Kalbfleisch, friend of the miss- 
ing banker and one of the last to see 
him before he dropped out of sight on 
Thursday. Dr. Kalbfieisch says he does 
not know Pitte’s whereabouts, nor can 
he explain the disappearance. 

“A hasty inventory of Mr. Pitte’s 
property, with that turned over by his 
son Hugo, indicates that the depositors 
wl get about 50 cents on the dollar.“ 
said Dr. Kalbfleisch. He had eighteen 
pieces of real estate, while Hugo has 
tendered nine lots in Gary and some per- 
sonal property.” 

No Official Records. 

Records of the bank consist of memo- 
randa.
